HOUSE OF PARLIAMENT.

ORTO, Feb. 11-—The rioting, 
which began yesterday outside 
the Japanese Parliament, contin- 
ved throughout the night. 
Persons Were wounded by the swords 
of the police. Mobs attacked and 
damaged the tramways and most of 
the lines suspended service. Troops 
are guarding the nava! office. 

A riotous mob attacked the Japa- 
nese House of Parliament today. It was 
driven back by the police only after 
thé entrance gates had been vroken 
down and scores of peeple injured. 

The rioting followed a mass meet- 
ing, at which resolutions were passe 
to impeach the Cabrnet for its atti- 
connection with the 
charges against Japanese saval cf- 
ficers. 


Numerous arrests were made and 
frequent clashes between the police 
and the mob followed in various parts 
There was also a free 
e floor of the Diet. 

Fifteen persons were pushed 
the canal during a fight near (the 
fices of a government newspaper, bu 
ali of oA og were rescued. The Diet: 
rejected, 205 to 164, a resolution of 
want of confidence in tne gove-ninent, 
This resolution was introduced by the 
opposition as a protest against the 
attitude of the Cabinet in connection 
graft charges.

were organized. The people, after re- 
solving to impeach the Cabinet, 
marched toward the House of Parlia- 
ment, attacking several government 
officials on their way. When they 
reached the entrance to the Diet, they 
came in contact with the police. In 
the course of the struggle the gates 
were broken down and many persons 
were injured. 

The debate in the House was dra- 


matic. A fierce attack was made on 


the Premier, Count Gombei Yamamo- 
to, who replied with great calmness, 
demanding a suspension of judgment 
until the inquiry into the naval) scan- 
dal had been concluded. Saburo 
Shimada, leader-of the opposition, 
charged + the Cabinet with having 
smothered the affair until it had been 
forced to order an investigation. 

The Speaker of the Diet ordered the 
expulsion of a member of the oppo- 
sition who had interrupted the debate 
and a free fight on the fioor of the 
House ensued between the guards and 
the friends of the deputy.

Little Theater Responsible for 
a Nau aughty Gem. 


Spills With Laughter. 


Bitter Wisdom Smothered in 
- Laght Satire. 


One must write of the Anatol dia- 
logues at the Little Theater this week 
neither out of a bitter wisdom nor yet 
from a blissful ignorance. Rather let 
us approach them as one who watches 
the procession as it passes—watches 
and smiles. 

How jit ever got by the board of 


reader, nor is it mine. Heaven for- 
bid that you and I should decry any- 
thing so classic. Yet may heaven

This young singer demonstrated 
well in an aria from “Cavalierla Rus- 
ticana” and another from “Manon 
Lescaut,’ her highly-cultivated natur- 
al gifts of*voice. An: artist who is 
endowed with physical ability to sing 
and is trained in the ancient but still 
best method of “bel canto” can pro- 
duce easily the notes and these in turn 
are heard with ease in the largest of 
halla. 

Miss Wharry’s voice is clear, sympa- 
thetic and of most agreeable tone. 

Ethelbert Nevin's “Oh, that We Two 
Were Maying!” an arrangement by 
Victor Herbert, seemed to be the most 
popular number of the evening. So 
much so, that after long and continu- 
ous applause, Director Poulin asked 
the club to repeat part of it.

R. Laughlin, and violoncello obligato 
by Axel Simonsen. 

The recalls were so numerous that 
it is difficult to determine if the tenor 
or the ‘cellist was the greater favorite 
in the rendition of difficulty, which 
is creditable to Director Poulin as 
well. . 

Miss Wharry gave three solos: 
“Der Lenz” (Hildach,) Is Gene”

were these selections, the soprano 
showed the lyrism of her voice to 
greater advantage in Gounod’s “Ave 
Maria,”” accompanied by the male 
chorus, a production of impressing 
beauty.

HAS A CROUCH, 

“To tell the truth, he fights like 
one. He doesn’t stand up like any 
fighter you have ever seén, but 
crouches down like an animal with 
his right hand held out. He has no 
bexing style as we know it, but fighte 
with the wild cleverness of a boxing 


kangaroo. 

“He was brought up fn the bush, as 
we call the uncivilized Australian 
deserts, and, I suppose, got to be a 
boxer by fighting around at the travel- 
ing bazaars that frequent the rural 

“Jerome: never trained a day in his 
life. He doesn’t know what training 
means. Before one fight, we had to 
take him bodily out of a tough road 
house and hurried him to the ring 
just in time to g6 on. .

dered him. I never saw a fighter so 


unmercifully punished. Jerry broke! 
his nose; cut both eyes until) . they 
looked like pounded beef steak; tore 
one of his ears half off. But still Brad-| 
ley fought on. After knocking him 
down two or three times, Jerry gave 
Bradley one disgusted look; tore off 
his gloves and walked out of the 
ring. ° Of course, the decision had to 
go to Bradley.

Lytle Creek Storm Waters to 
Be Saved. 


Fifty Auto Lends Boost Pro- 
posed Bond Issue.

SAN BERNARDINO, Feb. 10.—A 
great conservation scheme ror stor- 
ing the storm waters of the Lytle 
Creek region is being worked out 
by the Fontana Water Company and 
the Citizens’ Water Company of 
Bloomington, both of which have ex- 
tensive water rights in the Lytle 
Creek basin.
